5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-7 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1 it is unclear how many friction plates (inner and outer) 
applicant's are intending to claim. See the language on lines 7 and 8 and on line 
15. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

8. Claims 1-7 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
the prior art figures of 2a-2d, of applicants application, in view of Koivunen. 

Regarding claim 1 applicant's prior art figures 2a-2d show essentially the 
same concept as shown in the inventive device of figure 1 , but with the balance 
piston 34 located below a support surface of the apply piston 28, instead of 
above it, as per applicants. 
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Koivunen shows a balance piston 40 located vertically different with 
respect to the apply piston 28. Note the shape of the balance piston 40. 

However one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention 
would have found it obvious to have modified the arrangement of the balance 
piston with respect to the apply piston, shown in the prior art of figures 2, so that 
the support surfaces of the balance piston and the apply piston are provided 
coaxial between the clutch hub and the apply piston support device, as broadly 
claimed, through routine experimentation and testing for optimization of the 
device. Such may be the case for optimum oil pressures and lubrication. 

Notwithstanding this, Koivunen suggests that the balance piston could in 
fact be located differently with respect to the apply piston and that the shape of 
the balance piston could vary without affecting the intended function of the 
device. 

Regarding claims 2-7, in view of the explanation, above these limitations 
are rendered obvious by the prior art of figures 2a-2d in view of Koivunen.
